Sir: - 


I have the honor to state that application has been made to the office, by U.S. Agent 
Andrews, of the Yankton Agency for medals which he state has been promised the head chief of 
the Yanktons for distribution to thirteen members of his tribe, who aided him in preventing the 
Yanktons from joining the hostile Sioux, and who have also labored to induce the members of 
the tribe to abandon “the hunt” and to become good farmers. The Agent also states, that these 
were promised him when he was here last June. 


On the 10th of June, 1878, the Hon. Secretary of the Treasury, transmitted a 
communication to the Department from Mr. H.K. Linderman, the Director of the Mint at 
Philadelphia, calling attention to the subject of a “Presidential Peace Medal for presentation to 
friendly Indians”, and on reference of said communication to this office, a recommendation was 
made July 28, 1878, that the Treasury Department be requested to have five hundred suitable 
medals manufactured for distribution in the usual manner to Indians, meriting such favor from 
the Government. 


The office has not been advised of the action taken upon said recommendation. 


It is, however, presumed that the medals have been prepared and transmitted to the 
Treasury Department, and as others are required for distribution in addition to the thirteen herein 
referred to for the Yanktons, I respectfully recommend that the Honorable the Secretary of the 
Treasury, be requested to transfer 25 to this Department.
